Claim 45 as amended recites: "A method of serving objects in a computing network, the method comprising: receiving a request from a 
sender for an object stored on an intelligent storage system, the request being received by a web server, and the intelligent storage 
system comprising: a control unit configured to determine a mapping for the requested object to a location on an associated storage 
device; evaluating the request for the object based upon at least one predetermined criterion; if the at least one predetermined criterion is 
met, returning a code from the web server to the sender, wherein the sender utilizes the redirect code to obtain the object in manner that 
bypasses the web server for outbound traffic from the intelligent storage system to the client without transferring a corresponding session 
between the web server and the sender to a different web server; and if at least one predetermined criterion is not met, serving the stored 
object from an intelligent storage system to the sender via the web server. 

The scope of the claim has changed in this amendments because prior to this amendment, "if the criteria did not met, the object was 
served via the web server, i.e. may be from the web server. The current amendment changes the the scope by suggesting if the criteria 
does not met, the object is served from the intelligent storage system via the web server.
